SYNOPSIS 


On June 9, 2020, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Lieutenant David Grall, Sergeants 
Luan Dang, and Benjamin Grubb responded to Century Station regarding a 
Category 3, Use of Force. JAB investigators learned Deputies Adrian Ines and 
НАЙ Suspect Leonardo Urtez and cited him for drinking in 
public, a violation of a Lynwood City Municipal Code. After the citation was 
issued, Suspect Urtez punched Deputy Ines and a physical altercation ensued. 
Suspect Urtez suffered fractures to his sinus and nasal bone. Suspect Urtez was 
arrested and transported to Martin Luther King, Jr. Community Hospital (MLK), 
where he was admitted for treatment and subsequently transported to LAC-USC 
Medical Center. The incident was documented by Deputy Ines under report 
#920-08394-2111-058 [EXHIBIT A]. Deputy [lf documented his involvement 
in the use of force in a supplemental report under the same file number [EXHIBIT 
B]. 


INVESTIGATION 


On June 9, 2020, Deputies Ines and Mill were assigned to Unit 21262 on PM 
shift. Deputies Ines and | knowledge of numerous complaints of gang 
members drinking alcohol and urinating in public in the area of 3197 Imperial 
Highway. There were patrol requests for Century Station deputies to check the 
parking lot. They checked the aforementioned area and noticed several 
individuals loitering in front of the area and a male Hispanic, later identified as 
Suspect Urtez, drinking alcohol. Deputies Ines and etained Suspect 
Urtez for drinking in public, a violation of Lynwood Municipal Code 3-2 
[Miscellaneous Documents]. The remaining individuals were not in possession 
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of alcohol and were not detained (Deputy Ines' first transcript, pages 10 & 11 
and Deputy Ш first transcript, page 5). 


IAB Note: IAB investigators contacted Century Station and learned patrol 
requests are purged after 30 days. Atthe time of this investigation, the 
patrol requests at 3197 Imperial Highway, Lynwood, were no longer 
available. 


Suspect Urtez was not in possession of an identification card and provided two 
different names to Deputies Ines and Deputies Ines and Sused their 


Mobile Digital Computer (MDC) and checked Suspect Urtez’ at 
which time they discovere ad an outstandin 
ee nn ZETT 


Suspect Urtez provided two different names, was not in possession of any form 
of identification, Deputy Ines decided to arrest the suspect and book him at 
Century Station to positively identify him. 


IAB Note: Unit 212E2 Deputy Daily Worksheet (DDWS) showed 
Deputies Ines and |i inquired Suspect Urtez’ name at 0057 hours 
[Miscellaneous Documents]. 


On their way to Century Station, Deputies Ines and HM overheard emergent 
radio traffic. The emergent radio traffic indicated Century Station Unit 213H, 
Deputies Blanca Sandoval and Audrey Detreville, were detaining a stolen vehicle 
on 119" Street, east of Avalon Boulevard. With Suspect Urtez in the backseat of 
their patrol vehicle, Deputies Ines and Bi responded to the location; however, 
there were numerous assisting units on scene. Deputies Ines and г then 
headed toward Century Station to book Suspect Urtez. 


IAB Note: IAB investigators reviewed the radio traffic from Century 
Station on June 9, 2020 [EXHIBIT C – Subfolder Radio Traffic]. At 0105 
hours, 6:49 mark on the audio file, Unit 213H activated the duplex patch 
and advised they were following a stolen vehicle. 


As they drove back to Century Station, Deputy Ines was able to get the "Cal 
Photo" program in their MDC to work and positively identified Suspect Urtez. 
Deputies Ines and Г Е to issue Suspect Urtez a citation with the new 
charge and allow Suspect Urtez to take care of the warrant on his own. Deputies 
Ines and [informed Suspect Urtez that he would be released with a citation 
for drinking in public. According to Deputies Ines and J Suspect Urtez told 
them his (NFD) lived on 118" Street and requested Deputies Ines and 

to im off at Mona Boulevard and Industry Way, and he would walk to 
ped. (Deputy Ines' first transcript, page 6 and Deputy 

first transcript, page 6). Deputy lllgBompleted the citation 

(AB774924) and handed a copy to Suspect Urtez. 
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IAB Note: During Suspect Urtez’ IAB interview, he stated Deputies Ines 
and Mili to cite and let him go at a random location that was not 
near his residence (Suspect Urtez' transcript, page 11) 

IAB Note: Cal-Photo is a Department of Justice database which allow law 
enforcement personnel to conduct inquiry by entering a person's 
information and obtain that person's photograph from the database. 


Suspect Urtez was upset, took the citation, and walked westbound on Industry 
Way, toward Mona Boulevard. Suspect Urtez took approximately three steps, 
then crumbled the citation. Suspect Urtez turned back toward Deputy Ines, threw 
the citation at Deputy Inez’ chest, and punched him in the face. In response to 
Suspect Urtez' assault, Deputy Ines punched the suspect three times in the face. 
Suspect Urtez fell to the ground and landed on his buttocks. 


Suspect Urtez immediately stood up, lunged forward, and punched Deputy Ines 
numerous times in the face. Deputy Ines ordered Suspect Urtez to stop fighting 
and get on the ground; however, Suspect Urtez did not comply. Deputy Ines and 
Suspect Urtez exchanged a series of punches to each other's face. 


As Suspect Urtez and Deputy Ines exchanged punches, Deputy Milli cae 
from behind the suspect, grabbed his shirt, and attempted to pull him down to the 
ground. Suspect Urtez twisted his torso and broke free of Deputy Ml grasp. 
Deputy Ines grabbed the back of Suspect Urtez' neck and pulled him forward. 
Suspect Urtez bent forward at the waist and punched Deputy Ines' ribs several 
times with both of his fists. Deputy Ines kneed Suspect Urtez in the face twice. 
Deputies Ines and ШШ е: able to take Suspect Urtez to the ground. 


Once on the ground, Suspect Urtez rolled onto his back and continued to punch 
Deputy Ines in the chest. Deputy Ines mounted Suspect Urtez and punched him 
three to four times in the face. Suspect Urtez placed his hands in front of his 
face and stopped fighting. Deputy Ines grabbed Suspect Urtez' left wrist and 
rolled him over onto his stomach. Deputies Ines and handcuffed Suspect 
Urtez without further incident. 


The Los Angeles County Fire Department (LACFD) responded to the location 
and rendered medical treatment to Suspect Urtez. Suspect Urtez was 
subsequently transported to Martin Luther King Hospital where he was admitted 
for fractures to his nasal and orbital bones [EXHIBIT 0].

Suspect Urtez suffered a fractured frontal sinus, which extends and involves a 
portion of the left orbital roof and superior orbital rim [EXHIBIT D]. IAB 
investigators took 16 digital photographs of Suspect Urtez at Martin Luther King 
Hospital [EXHIBIT C — Subfolder Leonardo Urtez]. 


DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES 


Deputy Ines suffered swelling and redness to his left cheek, a laceration to his 
left elbow, abrasions to his left forearm, and swelling to his left knee. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


None.

INTERVIEWS 


The following interviews were recorded and transcribed. For more information 
and precise wording, refer to see the Compact Disc submitted with this case 
containing the verbatim interview transcriptions and audio recordings. The 
following narrative contains summaries of the interviews: 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES 
Deputy Adrian Ines 


On March 12, 2021, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed Deputy Ines at IAB. 
Attorney Amanda Waters was present and represented Deputy Ines during the 
interview. 


On June 8, 2020, Deputy Ines was assigned to work a two-person unit (212E2) 
with his partner, Deputy Ml on PM shift. Deputy Ines was the driver. During 
the course of their patrol assignment, they checked the parking lot of the 
Warehouse Shoe Sales (WSS) located at 3197 Imperial Highway, Lynwood. Up 
to this point, Deputy Ines had been assigned to work Century Station for over a 
year, and knew that particular area was frequented by gang members. Deputy 
Ines received numerous calls in the past and responded to this area for 
complaints of gang members hanging out in the public area while drinking 
alcoholic beverages. Additionally, employees at WSS had called Century Station 
in the past and requested patrol checks. 


As Deputies Ines and [ill checked the parking lot at WSS, they saw a male, 
later identified as Suspect Urtez, holding a 24-ounce beer can (Deputy Ines’ 
transcript, page 5). Deputies Ines and detained Suspect Urtez and 
attempted to identify him. Suspect Urtez provided false names to Deputy Ines. 
Deputies Ines and [decided to book Suspect Urtez at Century Station to 
positively identify him. 


While en-route to Century Station, Deputies Ines and [decided to release 
Suspect Urtez because the station became busy. Deputy Ines utilized 
Department resources and positively identified Suspect Urtez. They stopped at 
the corner of Industry Way and Mona Boulevard. Deputy Ines opened the back 
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passenger door, and Deputy г Т Suspect Urtez a citation, Cite 
#АВ774924. 


Once the citation was issued, Suspect Urtez exited the patrol vehicle and walked 
westbound on Industry Way toward Mona Boulevard. Suspect Urtez walked 
approximately three to five feet away when he crumbled the citation, turned 
around, and threw the citation at Deputy Ines. Immediately after Suspect Urtez 
threw the citation, he stepped forward and punched Deputy Ines once in the left 
side of his head. Deputy Ines defended himself and punched Suspect Urtez 
three times in the head. Suspect Urtez fell onto his buttocks and immediately 
sprung back to his feet. Deputy Ines and Suspect Urtez exchanged several 
punches to each other's head and torso. Deputy Inez saw Deputy Г 7 
Suspect Urtez’ shoulders and attempt to pull him backward; however, he was 
unsuccessful. 


Deputy Ines grabbed the back of Suspect Urtez' neck, pulled his head forward, 
and attempted to take him down the ground. The force of Deputy Ines' pull 
caused Suspect Urtez to bend forward at the waist; however, he did not fall on 
the ground and remained on his feet. When Suspect Urtez bent forward at the 
waist, his head was approximately at Deputy Ines' waist level. Suspect Urtez 
immediately punched Deputy Ines "multiple" times in the ribs. Deputy Ines used 
his right knee and kneed Suspect Urtez twice in the face. Deputy Ines saw 
Deputy — "e the suspect's legs. As Suspect Urtez bent forward at the 
waist, Deputy Ines placed his chest on the suspect's back and wrapped his arms 
around Suspect Urtez’ torso. Deputies Ines and [conducted a team 
takedown and took Suspect Urtez to the ground. 


IAB Note: Deputy [utilized his portable handheld radio and 
broadcasted they were involved in a fight. 


Once on the ground, Suspect Urtez rolled onto his back and punched Deputy 
Ines several times in the chest. Deputy Ines mounted (positioning his body over 
the chest of the suspect, with his knees on the ground) Suspect Urtez and 
punched him three to four times in the face. Suspect Urtez placed his hands in 
front of his face, stopped fighting, and ceased his resistance. Deputy Ines 
grabbed Suspect Urtez' left wrist and rolled him onto his stomach. 


Deputy Mejia arrived on scene and provided his handcuffs to Deputy Ines. 
Deputy Ines handcuffed Suspect Inez and requested paramedics. Sergeant 
ИШЕН: on scene and Deputy Ines reported his involvement in the 
use of force to Sergeant 

On March 31, 2021, IAB investigators contacted Communication and Fleet 
Management Bureau and requested the Geo Spatial Tracker Report (GST) for 


Deputies Ines' апо patrol vehicle, SH1046, for June 9, 2020 [EXHIBIT 
E]. The GST indicated SH1046 travelled toward Century Station from 3197 
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Imperial Highway and stopped at the three-way intersection of Industry Way and 
Mona Boulevard at 0104 hours. At 0104 hours, SH1046 travelled toward the 
direction of the stolen vehicle incident and arrived at the intersection of Avalon 
Boulevard and 119^ Street at 0109 hours. SH1046 remained at the intersection 
of Avalon Boulevard and 119" Street for five minutes and left at 0114 hours. 
SH1046 arrived at Industry Way and Mona Boulevard at 0119 hours [EXHIBIT E, 
pages 101-108]. 


IAB Note: The GST records the locations and movements of the tracked 
vehicle every ten seconds. 


IAB Note: During a follow-up interview, IAB investigators showed Deputy 
Ines the GST which indicated his patrol vehicle responded to the location 
of the stolen vehicle. After reviewing the GST, Deputy Ines could not 
remember the incident.

On March 12, 2021, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed D т IAB. 
Attorney Amanda Waters was present and represented Deputy during the 
interview. 


On June 8, 2020, Deputy Ж. а$ assigned to work a two-person unit (212E2) 
with Deputy Ines on PM shift. Deputy was the passenger. In their briefing 
prior to the start of their shift, imu гос WSS requested patrol checks. 
As they checked WSS, Deputy saw a male, later identified as Suspect 
Urtez, holding a beer. They detained Suspect Urtez for drinking in public, a 
violation of Lynwood Municipal Code 3-2. 


Suspect Urtez provided “fake” names and they (Deputies Ines and lll were 
unable to verify the suspect's identity. Deputies Ines and Г EIE to 
transport Suspect Urtez to Century Station to book him and verify his identity. 
On the way to Century Station, Deputy Ines heard an emergent radio broadcast 
involving a stolen vehicle. Deputies Mc Ines utilized department 
resources, verified Suspect Urtez' identity, and decided to issue him a citation so 
they could respond to assist their partners. 


IAB Note: During a follow-up interview, IAB investigators showed Deputy 
ШЕШ е GST which indicated his patrol vehicle responded to the location 
of the stolen vehicle with Suspect Urtez in the backseat of their patrol 
vehicle. After reviewing the GST, Deputy [could not remember the 
incident. 


Deputy Bc ompieted the citation and provided a copy to Suspect Urtez, who 


was seated in the backseat of the patrol vehicle. Once Deputy issued the 
citation to Suspect Urtez, Suspect Urtez exited the patrol vehicle and walked 
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westbound on Industry Way, toward Mona Boulevard. Deputy {iil attempted 
to place the citation book in the front seat of the patrol vehicle when he heard 
"scuffling" and turned around. Deputy {ll saw Deputy Ines involved in a fight 
with Suspect Urtez (Deputy Do transcript, page 6). 


Suspect Urtez punched Deputy Ines five to six times in the ribs as Deputy Ines 
punched Suspect Urtez two to three times in the face. Deputy HB approached 
Suspect Urtez from behind, grabbed his shoulders, and attempted to pull him 
away from Deputy Ines. Suspect Urtez lunged forward and broke away from 
Deputy J grasp. Deputy utilized his portable radio and broadcast 
they were involved in a fight. 


As Suspect Urtez lunged forward, Deputy I punched him three times in the 
right side of his ribs. Deput grabbed Suspect Urtez’ legs and pulled them 
backward. As Deputy eld onto Suspect Urtez’ legs, Deputy {saw 
Deputy Ines grab Suspect Urtez' upper body, pull him forward, and knee him in 
the upper torso twice (Deputy RN nno pages 18 and 19). Deputies 

and Ines performed a team takedown and took Suspect Urtez to the 
ground. 


Suspect Urtez landed on his right side and immediately rolled onto his back. 
Suspect Urtez continuously thrashed his legs as he pulled his knees toward his 
abdomen and then kicked at them. Simultaneously, as Suspect Urtez kicked his 
legs, he punched Deputy Ines three or four times in the torso. Deputy 

placed his right shin across Suspect Urtez’ legs and pinned them down to the 
ground. Suspect Urtez stopped resisting and Deputies [land Ines rolled the 
suspect onto his stomach. Deputy Mejia arrived on scene and gave Deputy Ines 
a set of handcuffs. Suspect Urtez was handcuffed and paramedics were 
summoned to the scene. Deputy [reported his involvement in the use of 
force to Sergeant 


Deputy Chuck Mejia 


On March 15, 2021, IAB Sergeant Luan Dang interviewed Deputy Mejia at 
Century Station. 


On June 9, 2020, Deputy Mejia was assigned to work a two-person unit (214H) 
with his} Deputy Isidro Arellano, on EM shift. Deputies Mejia and Arellano 
were at Century Regional Detention Facility booking a prisoner. Deputy Mejia 
heard an emergent radio broadcast from one of the units at Industry Way and 
Mona Boulevard. Deputy Mejia left Deputy Arellano with the prisoner as he 
(Deputy Mejia) responded to the scene. 


When Deputy Mejia arrived on scene, he saw a person on the ground with the 


deputies next to him. The situation appeared static, as Deputy Mejia did not see 
movements from the person on the ground or the deputies. As Deputy Mejia 
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walked closer, one of the deputies (later identified by IAB investigators as Deputy 
Ines) asked for his handcuffs. Deputy Mejia gave his handcuffs to Deputy Ines 
and left the location because Deputy Ines told him “he was good” (Deputy 
Mejia’s transcript, page 5). 


SUSPECT 
Leonardo Urtez 


On June 9, 2020, IAB Sergeants Luan Dang and Benjamin Grubb interviewed 
Suspect Urtez at MLK. 


On June 9, 2020, Suspect Urtez met his friends (NFD) and drank a few beers 
outside of the "Warehouse Shoe Sale” in Inglewood. As Suspect Urtez and his 
friends drank beers, the deputies (later identified as Deputies Ines and [iD 
pulled up in their patrol vehicle and detained them. Suspect Urtez' friends were 
released; however, Suspect Urtez was placed in the backseat of the patrol 
vehicle. Suspect Urtez did not have his identification card in his possession and 
the deputies told him he was arrested for drinking in public. 


IAB Note: IAB investigators provided Suspect Urtez' with a business card 
during his interview and requested him to contact his friends who were 
with him during the detention to call IAB investigators. At the time of this 
investigation, none of Suspect Urtez' friends had contacted IAB 
investigators. 


Suspect Urtez believed he was being transported to the station; however, the 
deputies changed their route of travel and responded to another call (Suspect 
Urtez' transcript, pages 9 and 10). When they arrived to what Suspect Urtez 
believed was the location of the call, he was left alone in the backseat of the 
patrol vehicle. Suspect Urtez did not see any other deputies while he was in the 
backseat of the patrol vehicle. Deputies Ines and сггте back to the vehicle 
after approximately 10 to 20 minutes and decided to let him go with a citation. 


Suspect Urtez was upset because he believed the offense was minor, and the 
deputies could have concentrated on serious crimes (Suspect Urtez' transcript, 
page 14). Once the deputies handed him the citation, Suspect Urtez crumbled it 
up and threw it on the ground. After Suspect Urtez threw the citation on the 
ground, one of the deputies punched him three or four times in the face. In 
response to Deputy Ines' punches, Suspect Urtez punched Deputy Ines one or 
two times in the face. In the exchange of punches with Deputy Ines, Suspect 
Urtez fell to the ground on his stomach. 


As Suspect Urtez lay on his stomach, the second deputy (identified by IAB 


investigators as Deputy Ml joined and pinned him down on the ground. The 
deputies threatened to "tase" him (Suspect Urtez' transcript, page 21). 
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Suspect Urtez did not fight with the deputies when he was on the ground. He 
was subsequently handcuffed and taken to the hospital. 
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
